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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 
Claims 21-35 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, first paragraph, as failing to comply with 
the written description requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter which was not 
described in the specification in such a way as to reasonably convey to one skilled in the relevant 
art that the inventor(s), at the time the application was filed, had possession of the claimed 
invention. Specifically, there is no disclosure of the body having a generally circular closed wall 
superposed on and connected to a generally annular wall, the annular wall forming a central 
opening, and the closure means attached to the annular wall. 


Response to Arguments 

Applicant's arguments with respect to claims 21-35 have been considered but are moot in 
view of the new ground(s) of rejection.
